Canada Needs Population 

Although the results of the census of Canada taken in June last have not 
yet been oflicially announced, suflicient information is available to establish 
the fact that the figures of population are going to prove highly disappointing 
to those people who, basing their calculations on the yearly return of innni- 
grants entering the Dominion, had expectations of seeing a very substantial 
increase in the number of people in Canada. 

Fach recurring decennial census in Canada brings the same disappoint- 
ment. Jelween one census and the next, hundreds of thousands, yes, mil- 
lions of immigtants are reported as haying entered the Dominion. The vital 
statislics likewise report the fact that the numbtér of births exceed deaths 
by many more hundreds of thousands. Yet when the census is taken the 
people which are supposed to be here, and presumably ought to be here, are 
not in evidence. ‘They came here bul they have disappeared. The question 
which demands an answer is: Where have they gone, and why? 

The Canadian Council of Agriculture, which has been giving some siudy 
to this problem, in a statement recently made public, points out that, accord- 
ing to the returns of the Department of Immigration, no less than 1,812,806 
immigrants came to this country between April 1, 19117, and March ot, 1921, 
which corresponds wilh the census period; also that during this same period 
births in Canada exceeded deaths by 1,140,000. In other words, thal from 
these two sources there should be an increase in Canada’s population of 
2,952,886, which would bring the 1911 census of population of 7,296,645 up to 
10,159,479 in 1921. As a matter of fact it is now confidently predicted that 
the census of 1921 Will nol show nine million people, and possibly nol many 
more than 8,500,000, = 

On all sides the statement is heard that Canada needs a larger population: 
that the future of its railways, the abilily to carry and ultimately pay off 
the huge national debt, depends upon the development of its natural re. 
sources, and that such development can only be brought about by a large 
influx of people to do the necessary work. The need fora strong, aggressive 
immigration policy is, therefore, urged. True, there are a few voices raised 
in opposition to such a policy, but they are in a minority. 

The writer of this column agrees that such an immigration policy is 
necessary, and that Canada’s efforts to secure settlers of the right type should 
, not be spasmodic, but permanent, well organized and continuous. Bat in 

the light of past immigration returns, reports of vital stalisties, and census 
takings, it is-apparent that something more than getting people to come to 
Canada is needed. The adoption of policies that will keep them here seems 
to be required above everyihing else. 

If Canada cannot retain its native-born sons and daughiers it is idle to 
expect new people to come and stay here. Clearly there is something wrong 
somewhere. . If our native-born had remained at home, and if we had retain- 
ed the large percentage of incoming immigrants during the past quarter of a 
centiry, Canada’s population today would be double what it is, and, like 
compound interest, the future increase would be rapid. 

Party politics can find no place for discussion in this column. There 
are plenty of forums for the discussion of such politics, but this is not one of 
them. But policies in the broad meaning of the term—that is, the science 
and business of government as distinct from party organization, shibboloths 
and particular policies—haye a proper place here. In fact, no good citizen 
or true patriot can properly neglect them. : 

It is our‘conviction, then, that while Canada does need the most wide- 
awake, progressive and aggressive immigration policy that can possibly be de- 
vised, and that full advantage should now be taken of the opportunity which 
presents itself throughout the world.owing to the desire of millions of people 
to emigrate from the old world countries, the first step in the framing of 
‘anada’s immigration policy should be a determination of the causes of the 
drift of people away from Canada, native-born and immigrants, 

There is a cause for it, or a c6mbination of causes. The cause should 
be ascertainable, and once ascertained it ought to be possible to’ apply a 
remedy and remove the cause. Every manufacturer, financier, railway 
operator, merchant, professional man, artizan and farmer is interested, and 
vitally interested in this problem. The “pplication of the needed remedy 
might upset many preconceived ideas and destroy long accepted and time 
honored policies. But what of it, if those ideas and policies are the cause 
of Canada’s loss? - 

Suppose some cherished policy of the manufacturers onthe one hand, or 
the farmers on the other hand, had to go by the board, would they not both 
be the gainers by adding millions to the population? Imagine what it would 
mean to Canada’s manufacturers today if-all the immigrants and native-born 
between 1911 and 1921 were in Canada now. What a domestic market in 
which to sell their goods. And what a relief in taxation, and in improved 
facilities for the farmer would result if the Dominion’s popwation was be- 
tween ten and fifteen millions instead of less than nine millions! 

The need of population is Canada’s greatest need. It is the outstanding 
national issue. In it is bound up all other issues and through its solution 
practically all other problems will be solved.

Pacific Naval Base Not Name 


Premier Hughes Says It Will Not Be 
Singapore.

Berlin.—-The accelerated’ slump in 
the price of German marks has caus- 
ed a run on stores in many parts of 
Germany by foreign buyers who, des- 
pite the enhanced prices of most 
manufactured articles, are still able to 
purchase advantageously, 

The Swiss frontier, according to 
the Vorwaerts has been closed for 
across-the-border trading in textiles, 
as Swiss buyers have completely strip- 
ped the frontier towns around Baden 
of articles of apparel. It is also re- 
ported that the Swiss watch industry 
is almost paralyzed on account of the 
cheapness of German watches in con- 
sequence of the slump in German 
marks. ,

Master Plumbers’ Association.  Car- 
penters, who have been holding out 
for a wage scale of $1.25 an hour, now 
are returning 10 work at the Landis 
wage scale, unoflicially it was said, 
though no contract has been signed.

The box came through the, mail 
and was addressed to a_ 17-year-old 
student nurse. It contained home 
made fudge, analysis of which was 
said to show that the deadly poison 
permeated all the candy. 


Senate Ratifies Peace Treaties. 

Washington.—The senate has rati- 
fied the treaty of peace with Germany, 
with the reservations reported by the 
foreign relations committee. 

They also ratified the peace treaty 
with Austria by the same vote, and a 
similar peace treaty with Hungary, 
completing the. administration’s im- 
mediate peace programme with the 
former central powers,

unost one hundred thousand dollars. 
| The growing of winter rye in 
Southern Alberta is more or less of 
recent origin, but it is rapidly be- 
coming one of the ataple crops on 
lands that cannot be irrigated. It 
produces heavily when conditions 
are not suited to big crops of spring 


‘wheat, and will minimize the danger 


of soil drifting. The Noble Foun- 
dation, farming thirty . thousand 
acres in all, have.always been among 
the pioneers of better farming me-h- 
ods. They have been experimentiag 
with various kinds of rye for sone 
time, and last fall obtained enougn 
of this Rosen rye to seed two thou- 
aand acres. It is claimed that-this

Eleven Farm Units Remain _ 
To be Disposed of 

Surrendered Doukhobor lands ag- 
gregating about 10,000 acres in the 
vicinity of Kamsack, Sask., were dis- 
posed of by ballot to soldier settlers 
under the federal soldier settlement 
board regulations on April 30, 26 
parcels were sold and 11 farm units 
remain to be disposed of, 

This closes out the last of the gov- 
ernment lands held by Doukhobors 
which gave the Dominion government 
so much trouble some years ago when 
these people were settling on their 
homesteads in Saskatchewan, 

Survey of Physicians 

In a survey prepared by the Faculty

To Create Prejudice Against Lloyd|But Mare Declines to Talk to This 


“; ” Planet 
The message from Mars, for which 
Dr, Frederick H. Millener, noted sci- 


lar space from his giant recciving 


plant near Omaha, Nebraska, did uot 
materialize. If there were such a 
message passing through the ether 
for the fifty millions’ of miles which 
separates the earth and Mars it did 
not come sufficiently close to the 
earth to be picked up by the great re- 
ceiving station which Dr}Millengr has 
established on the banks of the Platte 
River. 

For nine hours Dr. Millener and his 
assistant, L. H. Gamor, searched 
space for the signals which Mars is 
thought to be sending carthward. 

The first half of the night the wire- 
less instruments were badly interfered 
with by static. Through the delicate 
receiving instruments came the crack- 
ing of lightning and other electric 
sounds to such an extent that no sig- 
nals anywhere could be received. 

_The receiver was gradually tuned to 
its full length of wave. Starting at 
a short wave, its capacity was gradu- 
ally increased. As its radius was ex- 
tended the world’s wireless business 
was picked up, 

First a school station in Kansas was 
talking. Next Hawaii was picked up, 
sending to San Francisco, Then Ber- 
lin was heard calling the city of Mex- 
ico, Again a station on the coast of 
Venezuela sent a message to Madrid, 
then Valpraiso talked with London. 

Through and past all these zones, 
Dr. Millener tuned his receiver until 
all sounds had ceased. He was in the 
infinite, Back and forth his appsr- 
atus flashed, his range Iength recciver 
running the gamut from 16,000 to 300,- 
000 and more. But not a sound came 
over the waves after the earth zone 
was past. 

The scientists kept this up until 
daylight. Then Dr, Millener issued 
the following bulletin: 

“The early part of the evening we 
were troubled with heavy static, so 
that it was impossible to hear any- 
thing except station in South Ameri- 
ca, Europe and the United States. 
During the latter hours of the night, 
when the ‘wireless was stretched to 
its fullest extent to hear inter-plane- 
tary communication, we heard noth- 
ing that could be construed as.a mes- 
sage from Mars.”

The disorganization of the whole |’ 


economic position of Europe due to 
the war is reflected in the rise of 
prices which is at present the source 
of universal, discontent among. the 
peoples, belligerent and neutral alike, 
says: a declaration on the -ecenomic 
conditions of the world, approved by 
the supreme council on March 8, and 
tabled in the house of commons. 

“High prices are the inevitable re- 
sult of war,” the declaration. states, 
“and in comparison with most wars, 
the present situation is far from ab- 
normal, In the Napoleonic wars, the 
prices in England rose 75 percent and 
took eight years to become normal 
again. 

“In the American civil war prices 
rose 100 percent, and took twelve 
years to become normal.”

Cold-Proof House 


House Has Been Built to Keep the 
Cold Out and the Heat in 


A house has been built in Saska- 
toon on the refrigerator plan, save 
that whereas a refrigerator keeps the 
cold in, the house has been built to 
Ikeep the cold out,and the heat in. It 
‘has been so success{ul during the last 
winter that it may be said to merit 
the term “cold-proof.” The owner 
is Mr. H: Gauvin, a refrigerator en- 
igineer, 

The house was built of cement and 
care was taken that there should be 
no means whereby the warm air in 
the house might travel up the walls, 
and escape through a crack or down 
the inner surface of the outer wall, 
and so lose its heat. To this end the 
walls were so built as to eliminate air 
pockets of appreciable size. The house 
had a concrete basement, and here 
again the builder took care that the 
cold air would not leak into the 
house. 

It must not be thought that the 
house was hermetically sealed, for it 
has 43’ windows to the nine rooms, 
But there are only two entrances, one 
in the front and one in the rear. Dur- 
ing the winter the house was heated 
throughout by electricity, without un- 
due expense.

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- Maintaining Efficiency 
Of Agricultural Land 
Is Greatest Problem

C. Wf. MeDowell, speaking recently 
before the Chicago section of the 
American Chemical Society, made 
the following among - other _ state- 
ments, which Canadian farmers 
would do well to ponder: 

“The explosion of the huge cheml- 
cal works at Oppau, where fertilizers 
were made through the fixation of at- 
mospheric nitrogen, has demonstrated 
to_the world the great resources for 
replenishing the richness of her fields 
which Germany had ‘at hand. 

“Although our country is 15 times 
as large as Germany,” said Mr. Me- 
Dowell, “we produce_only the same 
amount of barley and not quite twice 
as much oats, Germany produces six 
times as many potatoes and 12 times 
as much rice. When the war broke 
out, Germany had five millions of 
farms, averaging 15 acres, and we 
had 6,340,000 farms, averaging 138 
acres. These German farms produc- 
ed. 40 per cent. more wheat, rye, bar- 
ley, oats and potatoes, taken together, 
than we produced. Within the last 
80 years Germany has increased her 
yleld per capita from 15 to 29 bushels, 
while the United States increased 
from 14 to 16. Germany increased 
her per acre yield of wheat from 19 to 
80 bushels; the United States from 13 
to 15 bushels. Germany increased 
the yield of barley from 24 to 39 bus- 
hels; the United States from 24 to 
24.3 bushels. With only one-fifteenth 
of the land area, Germany shows an 
agricultural efficiency of about six 
times that of the United States. 

“We are at the present time on trial 
in our United States agriculture,” con- 
tinued Mr. McDowell. “With a sparse 
population and a broad area ‘of un- 
cultivated land, a nation can choose 
between extensive and intensive agrl- 
culture, but with a delisely populated 
country there can be no choice. The 
intenslye method must be followed. 
We of the United States have been a 
wasteful people. We have had too 
much land and - have moved from 
State to State in search of the more 
fertile spots of land, and neglected to 
maintain the producing power of our 
conquered area. : 

“Large populations and low crop 
ylelds,” added the speaker, “do not go 
together. In this country our popula- 
tion 1s rapidly growing and we must 
more fully utilize nature’s, stores in 
our future development. ~Our- popu: 
lation is increasing and our lands at 
the same time are being depleted. 
Our ditches are all Iined with the 
fertility of our farms that they were 
dug to drain. From our rivers we 
lose annually 500,000,000 tons of fer- 
tility, thereby diminishing produc- 
tivity at a rapid rate. Our sewer 
pipes are taking from our farms 50,- 
000,000 tons of fertility annually. 
The crops that are taken from the 
field, and ‘never get back in any 
form, take 30,000,000 more tons of 
fertility from our lands each year. 

“In the face of these “undeniable 
facts,” declared Mr. McDowell, “our 
population will be, according to Mr. 
Sdward M. ast, of Harvard, more 
than doubled by the year 2000, At 
the same time he shows that, accord- 
ing to our present methods of agricul- 
ture and our present rates of food 
and clothing consumption, -197,000,000 
fs our ultimate population limit.” 

Mr. McDowell urged that the, time 
had come for the engineer, and es- 
pecially the chemist, to consider 
what must be done to maintain the 
agricultural efficiency of the country 
and to replenish the soil. The,en- 
gineer must ald in preventing erosion 
of the land and the devastation of the 
foresis, while the problem of the 
chemist is fertility. 

The speaker closed by saying that 
unless these vital problems were soly- 
ed in the near future, coming genera- 
tions will find their fod supply_ re: 
tions will find their food supply re- 
variely, to a point where degenera- 
tion of the race sets in, and there will 
be conditions here similar to those 
now obtaining in the Orient.

| Fertilizer Found In Alberta 


——d 


Investigation WIIl Prove Invaluable to 


Agriculture in Province. 


Supplementing the soil survey 
which is new in progress, the Scienti- 
fic and Industrial Research Council of 
Alberta is’ preparing to undertake an 
investigation of possible sources of 
fertilizers in the Province. It is gen- 
erally known that most of the ele- 
ments that go to make up the various 
fertilizers are to be found in certain 
parts of the Province, and as soon ag 
the survey IS completed, steps will be 
taken to see what fertilizers are need- 
ed by different portions of the Proy- 
ince, and the location of the nearest 
raw materials that go to make up the 
needed fertilizer. In connection with 
the investigation, it may be mention- 
ed that ammonium sulphate, a coal by- 
product from cement mills, and also 
found in native shales, can be secur- 
ed in quantities in Alberta. Gypsum 
also exists. in commercial quantities. 
The research commission will investi- 
gate the fixation of nitrogen by hydro- 
electric power and the _ possible 
sources of phosphates. A thorough 
chemical examination of the naturaly 
occurring salts in the soil of the Prov- 
ince will also be made, and it is ex- 
pected that the soil survey, supple- 
mented by the work of the research 
commission in regard to fertilizers, 
will prove of invaluable aid to the ag- 
ricultural industry of Alberta, 


Seed Grain Distribution

as usual at the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, by the Dominion

Only one sample can be sent to 
each applicant. 
Applications. must be on printed 
forms which may be obtained by 
writing to the Dominion Cerealist, Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. . 
As the stock ‘of seed is limited, 
farmers are advised to apply early: to 
avoid . disappointment. Those who 
applied too late last season are par- 
ticularly requested to send in their 
names at oncé so that application 
forms may be forwarded to them.. No 
application forms will be furnished 
after Feb. 1st., 1922.

Sand Kills Forest Trees 


With Exception of Knots Wood Is 
Worn Away. 

In few places is the destruction of 
forests by sand more impressive than 
among the dunes of Coos Bay, in 
Southwestern Oregon. Approaching 
they entrance to Coos Bay, one-sees to 
the south a succession of bold head- 
lands covered by a forest of fir and 
spruce, and to the north miles of roll- 
ing sand dunes stretching inland like 
a desert with patches of willow and 
beech plants here and there, -nd in 
the distance clumps of trees and even 
large areas of forests making a last 
stand against the encroaching dunes, 
The sand-laden wind makes curious 
etclrings on stick sand timbers and 
eventually wears away all the wood 
except the knots. The forests con- 
sist mainly of Douglas fir, Sitka 
spruce, Port Oxford cedar and west- 
ern red cedar within the area of the 
dunes and exist now only in patches, 
almost always in depressions, the for- 
mer level of the ground. As the wind 
builds up the advancing crests of the 
dunes, it often hollows behind them 
and exposes the skeletons of a dead 
forest. When the hollows are large, 
a green, grassy meadow, the home of 
numerous moist, sand loving plants, 
springs into being.

Stocktaking Of Forests

In the evening there was an open 
meeting of the Hostorical Societies in 
the Bijou Theatre, beginning at 8 
o'clock sharp, and a band concert in 
the Fort, beginning about the same 
hour. 

At tho meeting in the theatre tlie 
Hon. Justice Chisholm, president of 
the Nova Scotia Historical Society, 
took the chair, and papers were 
read by Colonel Alexander Fraser, 
LLD., “The Royal Charter of Sir 
William Alexander”; Dr. J. Murray 
Clark, K.C., “The Relations of the 
British Dominion of Virginia with 
the - Dominions of Canada”; Dr. 
Charles Morse, D.C.L, K.C., on 
“The Courts and the Common- 
wealth”; and John Irvin, K.C., on “A 
Philosophic Examination of the Spirit 
of Nova Scotia's First Criminal Laws,” 
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During the summer the “Lady 
Mackworth” trafficked on the Macken- 
zie River as far north as Fort Me- 
Pherson, and also made several voy- 
ages up the Httle known Liard River, 
with supplies for the Lamson-Hubbard 
posts at Fort Liard and Fort Nelson. 


Navigation on the Liard and Nelson 
Rivers has in vears past been con- 
fined solely to the H.B. Co. boats; the 
water in places is bad, and there are 
no guiding marks, despite which how- 
ever the “Lady Mackworth” ran the 
streams without trouble. 

Fort Nelson is 110. miles up the riv- 
er of the same name and {s possibly 
one of the lJoneliest places on the Am- 
erican_ continent. But for the yearly 
advent of the steamers in the simmer 
time—one trip per annum—there is 
no other communication with the out: 
side world, except an occas{fonal mail 
which comes in by dog team in the 
winter. The Nelson is as large a 
stream as the Peace, and runs through 
a partially timbered plain. There is 
much fine spruce timber to be seen, 
says Captain Currie; the land is level, 
and with a good soll is ‘suitable for 
agriculture. It is not all timber, be- 
ing the usual admixture of spruce, 
second growth poplar, sloughs and 
some open prairies. 

The gardens at ths posts makea 
better showing than do those on the 
Mackenzie, all the usual garden vege- 
tables are raised in profusion, and the 
whole country is alive with wild ber- 
ries of all kinds. Im general the 
country exhibits the characteristics of 
the Peace River territory, and trap- 
pers report that there are large areas 
of arable prairie back from the rivers. 

From the mouth of the Nelson to 
Fort Liard there are no high river 
banks, and the country generally hag 
the appearance of celta Jand, but the 
‘Nelson runs in a.deeper trough than 
the larger stream. There are rather 
bad rapids on the Idard, 20 miles - 
above Fort Simpson at the junction of 
this river with the Mackenzie. These 
extend. for about eight or ten miles, 
and thé water Is very shallow, but the 
“Lady Mackworth” was able to get up 
under her own power. 

At the two posts there is nothing 
excepting the stores of the Hudson’s 
Bay and the Lamson-Hupbard Com- 
panies, in-addition to the snission sta- 
tions, as the Sicann! Indians, who are 
the aboriginels, believe in the simple 
life and do not indulge in either 
houses, tents or teepees. AS a gen- 
eral rule they erect some teepee 
poles and cover these with brush, 
which is about the most modern 
style of architecture they indulge in. 
No sign of human habitation of any 
kind, outside the post buildings, is to 
be seen along the Lfard. 

At Fort Liard, the R.C. missionaries 
are now erecting a very fine mission 
hall, all of which is being hand-made. 
The logs are ~whip-sawn in the bush 
into boards and then hauled out to the 
site to be erected. In addition to the 
fur traders and the missionarles, 
there are aboul 15 or 20 prospectors 
in the country, many of whom are try- 
ing out the bars on the Nahanni. 
When coming down stream in August 
the “Lady Mackworth’ met Messts. 
La Flair and Mackie, in the vicinity 
of the Bluebell River, tracking their 
scows upstreams by means of the old 
fashioned tump lines. Mr. La Flair 
has been in the Nahanni country for 
the past five yeéars, and is of the 
opinion that it will be recognized be- 
fore long as one of the richest min- 
eral areas in-the northwest. 

During the past spring a number 
of travellers went into the north from 
the Peace River country via the Nel- 
son and the Liard Rivers, and by 
utilizing the overland route to the 
Nelson were~down at Norman some 
weeks before the stéamer trafile 
reached the oil well, due to the fact 
that the Mackenzie below Fort Simp- 
son is open earlier than the Great 
Slave Lake. At Fort Nelson, Captain 
Currie met A. M. Narraway, superin- 
tendent of surveys, under the charge 
of Dunean MacDonald, an old timer 
of the Dunvegan country.

Journey Made In Two Days Used To 
Take Six. 

“An officer of the Royal Air Force 
proceeding home from Mesopotamia 
in the ordinary courSe of duty, tra- 
velled from Bagbad to London in six 
days. He flew from Mesopotamia to 
Egypt in two days over the route 
which has been opened up by the 
Royal Air Force for the carriage of 
official mails. 

Starting at Bagdad at 6 am. on 
September 15, the flight across the 
Syrian Desert to Ammam, a distance 
of 515 miles, was made in 8 3-4 hours 
on the first day. The second day’s 
journey began early and by 9 o’clock 
Heliopolis was reached after a flight 
of 325 miles. From Heliopolis the 
journey was continued to Aboukir, 
the total distance covered on this was 
arranged to connect with the sailing 
of the S.S. Vienna from Alexandria 
Dock. Within 40 minutes of arrival 
at Aboukir, the officer embarked for 
the remainder of his journey to Ing- 
land by sea and rail. He arrived in 
London at 8.5 p.m. on September 21, 
six days and 14 hours after leaving 
Bagdad, having saved from 10 to 14 
days in passage. The air route link- 
ing Palestine with Mesopotamia was 
surveyed and organized by the Royal 
Air Force in June of this year, A 
regular fortnightly service by air for 
the carriage of oflicial correspondence 
was started on August 1. 


Carrier Telephone 
System Successful 


Service Has Been Installed Between 
Edmonton and Calgary. 


The first carrier telephone system 
in Canada has been put into commer- 
cial use between Edmonton and Cal- 
gary. It has been under test for 
some time, and is now declared to be 
2 complete success and ready for 
business. The installation was made 
during the late summer for the pur- 
pose of improving and incr:+:.ng the 
Government telephone service be- 
tween ‘the two cities and to outlying 
points {n both The north and the south. 

Two new lines have been provided 
by the installation of this system 
without the stringing of any wire, and 
superintendent of telephone depart- 
ment says that the results in actual 
use are fifty per cent. better than 
with any physical or copper wire line. 

The great advantage of the carrier 
service is that-it will not be possible 
to talk over-a distance of 700 miles 
in any part of Alberta, taking in the 
IEdmonton-Calgary line. Conversa- 
tions between two subscribers in 
Edmonton passing over the carrier 
line to Calgary and back again, or 
vice versa, are clearer than the ordin- 
ary house-to-house calls in either city. 
It is also possible now to carry on 
several simultaneous conversations 
over the same line. 
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A Gigantic Apple Tree 


Can Shelter Two Hundyed Persoris 
Under Its Branches. 

At Meeth Gardens, Helston, Corn- 
wall, owned by Councillor W. 
Roberts, is a remarkable apple tree, 
planted over seventy years ago by 
the late John Anthony. A thirty- 
five stave ladder is needed to reach 
the top branches, ‘and the tree is 
dome-shaped with boughs reaching 
to the ground. 

From underneath the tree it looks 
like a room, capable of holding over 
200 persons. It is reported to be 
the largest apple tree in Cornwall, 
Devon and Somerset, and was last 


summer loaded with fruit estimated | 


to weigh over two tons. 
The fruit is the orange pippin kind 
and of very fine quality. 


Talking Pictures.
